Good morning President Floyd, 



I would like to raise two major concerns that have come to light this 
past week. I do not usually raise a concern unless I can back it up 
with definitive evidence but in the first case I have heard the 
information through 3 different sources that have validity. The second 
case is what I have experienced. In both cases they involve football. I 
am writing to you about these issues, the first because the NCAA 
President's Commission places the responsibility of athletics directly 
under your role and two because of the potential ramifications if the 
first issue is true. 



The first concerns an issue with athletic training. I have heard from 
three different sources that Bill Drake (WSU Head Athletic Trainer/ad 
football Trainer) was removed as head athletic trainer of football for 
undisclosed reasons, although because of his position being one of front 
line medical one can potentially infer why he was removed. From what I 
have been told from three different sources, he is still head athletic 
trainer at WSU, just no longer with football. A new football athletic 
trainer was put in place that I am told reports directly to Coach Mike 
Leach. If this is true, that the new athletic trainer reports directly 
to Coach Leach, we are in potential major violation with the NCAA. A 
coach in charge of the athletic training staff is a major conflict of 
interest and has resulted in the past with young people playing with 
injuries when they should not etc.... Considering why Coach Leach was 
removed from his previous coaching assignment, if this truly happened 
here at WSU, this raises great concern relative to WSU and WSU's young 
men (and women athletic trainers working with these players) concerning 
their health and wellness. Moreover it raises concern about whether 
medical staff in general can perform their daily tasks and follow the 
National Athletic Trainers Code of Ethics among other professional 
responsibilities. I can tell you that within the athletic training 
community as a whole (outside of WSU), this information has been 
circulating and is one of the sources of information from which I have 
heard this rumor. 



The second issue relates to football practices and simulated "crowd 
noise". The football staff apparently decided that football players and 
staff should become accustomed to the loud noises that typically are 
found in many stadiums in which we play (including our own). As you 
know, the football practice field is bordered by the windows of the CUB, 
Holland Library, the PEB, Bohler Gym, and one other academic building on 
the west side. My office is in the PEB toward the south side of the 
building, room 106 next to some athletic offices. The simulated crowd 
noise is piped into the practice area sound loud that the window in my 
office rattles, the pencil on my computer desk bounces, my coffee in my 
cup vibrates, and the vibrations from the deep base noises come through 
my floor through my chair. When I asked an individual in athletic about 
it I was told "Well this is football and we need to be ready for the 
games and the noise." I called my department chair with this rather 



funny request "could she check into the issue with football as it is 
very difficult to work under those conditions/ 7 She did immediately and 
was told "This is football". She said, "Yes but this is disturbing 
classes and faculty work in their offices." The person she spoke with in 
football operations said she would check into it and get back with her. 
I emailed my department back and thanked her for her efforts. The email 
I received back was "I'm not REAL hopeful, but we'll seeHf Football is 
on the road at the moment and so I do not know whether this request to 
reduce the noise will be honored. To my knowledge football operations 
has not responded back to my chair. I can't imagine that others who 
border the practice field are not disturbed by this practice. What I 
know is that we are all neighbors to each other. We need to be cognizant 
of our actions and how they affect others both directly and indirectly 
and hopefully we listen to each other, examine what we do, and 
re-evaluate whether what we are doing is the right thing to do. I am 
again concerned however, about the health of WSU athletes and athletic 
trainers. Given what we know about noise and hearing, especially in 
young people today, should this practice of deliberately introducing 
extreme noise to practices occur? 



As an aside, I am an ardent supporter of inter collegi ate athletics. I 
spent my undergraduate career competing in (went to nationals) 

and PfiSSffi^g^ I also served as an athletic trainer in the collegiate 

as as . I 

first- hand how powerfully meaningful the athletic experience can be for 
individuals. I truly care about these athletes and trainers as 
individuals, professionals, and as people which is why I am raising 
these concerns to you.

Following is the concussion update from this season that you 
requested today in our meeting. 

1. We have had 26 total this calendar year. Breakdown is as 
follows: 

-2 from boxing without headgear. 
-1 from winter conditioning wrestling. 
- 2 spring ball 

-21 from Aug to present this season. 

2. Per Head Coach's request we polled each school in the 



conference and found we are in line with what the other schools in the 
conference are doing. This is both in numbers they have had and that we 
all follow the same basic guidelines and protocols. ( See previous email 
to PAC 12 Athletic Trainers). Many schools have had up to 15 in Aug 
alone. Some have had 5 in one week like us. 

3. The NCAA data lysis system average for Dl football of days 
out is 7.4. We ave 8.2 days out almost exactly equal to the national 
average. 

4. Reasons that medical staff across the country agree to is 

that the increase in concussions is due to increased awareness both by 
coaches and student athletes equals the increase in concussions 
reported. In the past we have averaged 12 per year. 

5. Important to note that 6 of the 21 concussions have been 
brought to us by this current coaching staff.

regarding our football program and asked hew we planned to address them. 

As you know, my practice is not to micromanage our coaches but instead to make sure 
we have quality individuals of high character in those positions and then observe and 
assess their performance. Having said that, I do rely on members of my staff who 
attend practices, meetings and are in the locker rooms to keep me appraised of the 
climate of a particular program and if they sense any wrong doing. At that point, I will 
meet with the coach and discuss the issue. 

In the case of 1 1 dia^iUiownwith Mike Leach and discuss the allegations 

as well as , After our discussion, Mike called" 

from my office and had a conversation that lasted about forty minutes. I 

understand that Mike had a subsequent visit with that lasted about an 

hour. 

In the aftermath of my visit with Mike, and others who are involved with the football 
program on a daily basis, I have concluded that much of what stated was 

exaggerated or simply not true. There were however, a couple ot concerns that did 
have merit and they have been addressed. 

As you are well aware, football at this level is a tough sport that requires tough players 
in order to realize success. Tough players are the product of tough coaches. Our 
coaches are tough in all aspects of the game: academic performance: behavioral 
matters; and on-field performance. At this time, I am impressed and pleased with all but 
the latter. I do however, believe that the infrastructure is being created that will 
establish a strong and stable program that in turn will produce teams that will be 
competitive and a source of pride for our university.
